so as to tap the reservoirs without 
loss of* time or labor. 
ITp to the present, approxim ately 
2.000,000 pounds of the explosive 
have been used for this purpose. 
The 
m ethods adopted have been 
borrow ed from the w a r when p o rt­ 
able seism ographs were used to lo­ 
cate enem y artillery by recording 
the source of shock waves or sound 
waves on the delicate in stru m en ts. 
In the Gulf coast oil region In 
the so u th e a st it was found th a t the 
oil lay u n d e r a salt dome s tr u c tu r e 
and th a t the difference in density 
between the salt dome and overly­ 
ing 
alluvial 
deposits 
was 
g reat 
enough, 
to 
refract 
shock 
waves 
w hen they stru c k the denser sub­ 
stance. 
Scientists then exploded q u a n ti­ 
ties of d y n a m ite on the surface— 
some of these shots consisted of a 
th o u san d pounds a t one tim e— and 
by m eans of the seism ographs lo­ 
cated at varying distances of from 
one to five miles a p a rt th e readings 
were taken.

Arbor, Mich., who has just been re­ 
elected mayor of Vancouver for the 
third successive term, and six terms 
in all, has a colorful and meteoric 
career.

Columbia pioneer,

when in his teens sold popcorn to 
university students and distributed 
almanacs. 
Next he became a pub­ 
lisher, in a small way. then drifted 
into railway construction and min­ 
ing. 
In 1905 he bought the Vancouver 
Daily World and erected as its of­ 
fices the World building, tallest of­ 
fice building in the British empire. 
He was first elected mayor in 
3 910 and was returned in 1911. 
The World war caused the collapse 
of his personal and public fortunes 
blit, in 1925, he staged a comeback 
and served as mayor during that 
year and in 19 26. 
The ratepayers returned him to 
office for a two-year term, 1927-28, 
by an overwhelming majority over 
Alderman G. II. Worthington and j

Dec. 23 — A small 
fortune, belonging to the University 
of Texas, is locked away in an old 
vault which has not been opened 
for a b o u t th irty years.

bination of the vault is not now 
known a n d 
the 
plungers 
of 
the 
lock are so rusted th a t not even an 
expert locksm ith could open it. 
G athered by S. M. Swenson, "fam­ 
ous 
cattlem an 
and 
capitalist 
of 
Texas, and p resented to the Uni­ 
versity 
shortly 
before 
his 
death, 
this wealth is a collection of coins 
of rare and ancient vintage. 
In the collection are m edals and 
coins 
from 
ail 
the 
old 
world 
pow ers— Babylonia, Greece, Egypt 
and m an y others. 
T h ere also is a 
g roup of neolithic weapons placed 
I in the h a n d s o f the anthropology 
! de p artm en t. 
The value of the collection, at 
the tim e Mr. Swenson m ade tin' 
presentation to the university, was 
estim ated a t a b o u t $75,000. 
W ith 
the passing of years, however, and 
the increased scarcity of the coins, 
university a u th o ritie s say th a t the 
collection 
has increased com m en- 
surately in m on etary value. 
W hen the collection was p rese n t­ 
ed to th e university. It was placed 
in tlie old vault, which was con­ 
sidered the safest place for such a 
treasure. In o rder to prevent the 
loss of tlie com bination, it was w rit­ 
ten or carved, into the bottom of a 
d r a w e r of a desk which belonged 
in the office of a professor of his­ 
tory in the university.
